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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  Statistics  of  Municipal  Finances 
covering  the  financial  years  ending  between  November  30,  1914,  and 
March  31,  1915,  is  submitted  herewith.  The  report  consists  of  a  com- 
pilation for  all  municipalities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  their  receipts  and 
payments  for  all  municipal  purposes,  including  debt  transactions,  together 
with  statements  of  outstanding  indebtedness;  and  these  data  having  been 
compiled  on  a  uniform  basis  are  comparable,  not  only  between  municipal- 
ities but  over  a  period  of  years. 

The  aggregate  maintenance  cost  of  the  several  municipal  functions  for 
the  353  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year  1914  is  shown 
by  this  report  to  have  been  $74,712,473,  an  increase  of  $3,179,794,  or 
4.4  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  exclusive  of  payments  on 
account  of  interest,  debt  from  revenue,  and  transfers  to  sinking  funds 
from  revenue  which,  if  added,  bring  the  total  charges  against  revenue  to 
$100,083,599,  as  against  $96,179,000  for  1913,  an  increase  of  $3,904,599,  or 
4.1  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  the  total  revenues  for  current  charges 
amounted  to  $101,393,772  in  1914  as  against  $98,185,974  in  1913,  an 
increase  of  $3,207,798,  or  3.3  per  cent.  It  also  appears  that  the  excess  of 
revenue  over  revenue  charges  was  $2,006,974  in  1913  and  $1,310,173  in 
1914.  These  figures  are  of  interest  as  showing  how  expenditures  for 
municipal  purposes  and  the  tax  burden  necessary  to  meet  the  same  are 
growing  from  year  to  year,  but  the  discrepancy  observed  in  the  amount  of 
the  excess  of  revenue  in  the  two  years  should  not  be  accepted  as  indicat- 
ing a  tendency.  The  following  summary  statement  shows  in  comparative 
form  the  aggregate  charges  against  revenue  and  the  revenue  for  current 
charges  for  1913  and  1914,  with  the  difference  in  amounts  and  percentages 
for  all  the  cities  and  towns  (the  details  for  each  city  and  town  being  given 
in  the  body  of  the  report),  the  charges  being  classified  according  to  pur- 
pose or  function  and  the  revenue  according  to  source :  —

INTRODUCTION.  vii 

The  usual  tables  are  presented  on  pages  xxiv  to  xxxi  showing :  — 

(1)  Comparisons  over  a  five-year  period  (in  this  instance  from  1910 

to  1914)  for  the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  revenue  for  current  charges  and  current  charges  against 
revenue,  with  the  resulting  excess  or  deficiency  of  revenue. 

(2)  The  distribution  for  1914  of  the  charges  against  revenue  into 

maintenance,  interest,  and  debt  requirements  for  the  cities 
and  large  towns. 

(3)  A  comparative  statement  for  the  cities  for  the  years  1910  and 

1914  of  valuation,  revenue  for  current  charges,  and  current 
charges  against  revenue,  with  percentages  of  increase  or  de- 
crease. 
The  excess  and  deficiency  tables  are  particularly  worthy  of  considera- 
tion, for  they  are  compiled  from  data  which  ought,  theoretically,  to  reflect 
the  most  correct  picture  in  compact  statistical  form  which  it  is  possible 
to  draw  of  the  financial  condition  of  our  municipalities  from  year  to  year. 
Unfortunately,  however,  they  do  not  at  present  do  this,  a  circumstance 
due  to  no  fault  of  the  figures,  but  to  the  varying  degrees  of  efiiciency  with 
which  the  finances  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  are  administered.  That 
is  to  say,  the  excess  or  deficiency  of  revenue  shown  by  these  tables  is 
based  upon  revenues  collected  during  the  given  current  year.  This 
includes,  of  course,  the  collections  on  account  of  the  current  year's  com- 
mitment, together  with  those  of  previous  years'  accounts  receivable.  If, 
therefore,  the  same  degi'ee  of  efiiciency  were  found  in  the  collection  of 
revenue  from  year  to  year,  the  excess  revenue  shown  by  the  table  would 
indicate  the  amount  of  improvements  more  or  less  permanent  in  character 
made  from  revenue,  and  the  deficiency  of  revenue  would  represent  those 
amounts  expended  for  maintenance,  interest,  and  debt  from  money 
received  from  loans,  or  from  surplus  revenues  of  the  preceding  years. 
Not  until  collections  of  current  revenues  are  brought  to  a  more  uniform 
standard  of  efficiency  by  our  several  municipalities  will  these  tables  possess 
complete  significance  and  serve  their  real  purpose;  in  the  meanwhile,  it 
seems  to  me  that  they  are  well  worth  compiling  and  publishing  as  a  basis 
for  study  and  as  a  record  of  the  progress  which  should  be  made  under 
gradually  improving  methods  of  municipal  administration  —  incidental 
evidence  of  progress  being  constantly  accumulating. 

The  Maintenance  Cost  of  Municipal  Goveenment. 

The  trend  of  expenditures  in  Massachusetts  for  the  several  functions  of 

municipal  government  for  the  period  1908-1914  is  graphically  shown  by 

means  of  the  chart  on  municipal  expenditures,  which  is  based  upon  the 

data  of  the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  {i.e.,  exclusive  of 
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towns  under  5,000  population).  The  figures  upon  which  the  chart  is  based 
are  given  for  the  first  and  last  two  years  of  the  period,  namely,  1908,  1913, 
and  1914,  in  the  following  table:  —

From  this  presentation  it  is  clearly  seen  that  the  function  of  govern- 
ment which  requires  the  greatest  proportion  of  the  total  expenditure  from 
revenue  for  its  maintenance  continues,  as  in  former  years,  to  be  that  of 
educating  the  people  through  the  medium  of  the  public  schools  and 
libraries,  there  being,  indeed,  a  slight  tendency  to  an  increasing  proportion 
of  expenditure  for  this  purpose.  The  expenditures  for  the  various  other 
functions  of  government  in  relation  to  the  total  do  not,  with  one  ex- 
ception, appear  to  have  varied  materially  for  1914  from  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  slight  decrease  indicated  by  the  table  in  some  cases  is  not 
to  be  regarded  as  significant,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  period 
covered  by  the  figures  of  1914  is,  for  certain  towns,  less  than  12  months 
because  of  the  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  1914  on  December  31,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute.  For  this  reason,  therefore,  the  very  marked 
increase,  not  only  in  the  actual  expenditures  for  charity  purposes,  but  in 
the  relation  which  the  same  bear  to  the  total  cost  of  municipal  govern- 
ment, is  significant.  It  is  due,  of  course,  to  two  principal  causes,  —  the 
industrial  depression  which  threw  large  numbers  of  persons  out  of  em- 
ployment during  the  year  1914,  necessitating  increased  expenditures  by 
overseers  of  the  poor,  and  the  first  effects  of  the  operation  of  the  widows' 
pension  act,  so  called.

The  Debt  Burden. 
The  outstanding  municipal  indebtedness  of  all  the  cities  and  towns  in 
the  Commonwealth  is  shown  comparatively  by  years  (the  year  1911  being 
omitted  for  the  reason  that  no  separate  compilation  was  made  for  that 
year),  for  1910,  1912,  1913,  and  1914  in  the  table  following,  the  gross 
funded  or  fixed  debt  being  classified  into  four  items,  namely,  general  debt, 
public  service  enterprise  debt,  trust  funds  used,  and  cemetery  debt:  —

From  this  table  it  appears  that  for  all  the  municipalities  of  the 
State : — 

The  increase  in  the  general  debt  during  the  two-year  period  1910- 
1912  was  $3,825,002,  or  2.2  per  cent,  that  is,  an  average  of  1.1  per 
cent  for  each  year.  The  increase  in  the  outstanding  indebtedness 
of  this  class  for  the  year  1913  over  1912  was  $5,479,230,  or  3.1  per 
cent,  and  for  the  following  year,  1914,  it  was  $5,598,959,  also  a  3.1 
per  cent  increase.  For  the  entire  period  1910-1914,  this  class  of  in- 
debtedness outstanding  has  increased  $14,903,191,  or  8.7  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  the  'public  service  enterprise  debt  during  the  two- 
year  period  1910-1912  was  $3,859,776,  or  5.8  per  cent,  i.e.,  an  aver- 
age of  2.9  per  cent  for  each  year.^  The  increase  in  the  outstanding 
indebtedness  of  this  class  for  the  year  1913  over  1912  was  $2,878,563, 
or  4.1  per  cent,  while  for  the  year  1914  it  amounted  to  $2,869,237, 
or  3.9  per  cent.  For  the  entire  period  1910-1914,  this  class  of  debt 
outstanding  has  increased  $9,607,576,  or  14.5  per  cent. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  cemetery  debt  during  the  two-year 
period  1910-1912  of  $3,820,  or  two  per  cent,  i.e.,  an  average  of  one 
per  cent  for  each  year.^  This  class  of  debt  outstanding  continued 
to  decrease  during  the  following  year,  being  for  1913  less  by  $13,080,

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or  6.9  per  cent,  than  for  1912;  but  for  1914  a  substantial  increase 
is  shown,  being  $23,721,  or  13.5  per  cent  greater  than  for  1913.  For 
the  entire  period  1910-1914,  there  was  a  net  increase  in  the  amount 
of  this  class  of  debt  outstanding  of  $6,821,  or  3.6  per  cent. 

There  has  been  a  constant  decrease  since  1910  in  the  outstanding 
indebtedness  due  to  the  trust  funds  used,  improperly  as  we  believe, 
for  current  municipal  purposes.     The  decrease  during  the  two-year 
period  1910-1912  was  $159,673,  or  20.1  per  cent,  i.e.,  an  average  of 
10  per  cent  for  each  year.      The  decrease  in  1913   from  1912  was 
$189,459,  or  29.9  per  cent,  and  the  decrease  in  1914  from  1913  was 
$343,975,  or  77.3  per  cent.     For  the  entire  period  1910-1914,  this 
class  of  debt  outstanding  has  decreased  $693,107,  or  87.3  per  cent. 
Deducting  the  amount  of  the  sinking  funds  applicable  to  the  amortiza- 
tion of  the  total  gross  funded  or  fixed  debt,  composed  of  the  four  items 
above,   it  appears  that  the  total   net  funded   or  fixed   debt  showed  an 
increase  for  the  two-year  period  1910-1912  of  $5,918,128,  or  3.5  per  cent, 
i.e.,  an  average  of  1.7  per  cent  for  each  year.    The  increase  in  the  follow- 
ing year,  1913,  over  1912  was  $9,258,632,  or  5.3  per  cent,  and  the  increase 
for  1914  over  1913  was  $5,912,190,  or  3.2  per  cent.    It  thus  appears  that 
of  the  approximately  $21,000,000  added  to  the  outstanding  net  funded  or 
fixed  indebtedness  of  our  municipalities  during  this  four-year  period,  an 
average  of  about  $3,000,000  each  year  is  to  be  credited  to  the  years  1911 
and  1912,  about  $9,000,000  to  the  year  1913,  and  about  $6,000,000  to  the 
year  1914.     In  all  of  these  comparisons,  however,  it  is  important  to  bear 
in   mind   that   the   computations   reflect   transactions   for   a   full   twelve- 
month period  for  each  year  prior  to  1914,  while  for  the  latter  year  they 
cover,  in  some  of  the  towns,  only  10  months  and,  in  some  instances,  only 
nine  months,  due  to  the  act  establishing  for  towns  a  uniform  fiscal  year 
ending  December  31,  which  took  effect  for  the  first  time  as  of  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1914. 

But  if  the  figures  for  the  year  1914  could  be  so  adjusted  as  to  reflect 
a  full  twelvemonth's  transactions,  it  is  probable  that  by  comparison  with 
the  preceding  year  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  rate  of  increasing  in- 
debtedness would  still  be  shown,  so  that  we  might  take  comfort  in  the 
assumption  that  the  $9,000,000  increase  shown  for  1913  over  1912  repre- 
sents an  abnormal  situation,  possibly  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  period  which  elapsed  between  the  passage  of  the  Municipal  Indebted- 
ness Act  in  1913  and  the  date  when  it  took  full  effect,  January  1,  1914, 
opportunity  was  afforded  for  issuing  bonded  debt  under  the  somewhat 
loose  provisions  of  the  old  law  and  for  clearing  up  accounts  which  it  was 
appreciated  could  not  be  done  by  the  issue  of  loans  after  the  new  law 
})ecame  operative.  As  pointed  out,  however,  in  my  last  annual  report,  I 
do  not  wish  to  emphasize  this  situation  too  strongly  as  a  controlling 
feature   contributing   to   the   great   increase   in   the   aggregate   municipal

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indebtedness  in  1913,  for  it  is  not  difficult  to  find  causes  in  individual 
communities  for  extraordinary  increases  in  the  local  debt  burden,  which, 
while  throwing  the  rate  of  municipal  debt  increase  for  the  Commonwealth 
as  a  whole  apparently  quite  out  of  proportion,  may  yet  be  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  particular  communities  responsible 
for  the  same,  who  are  the  direct  beneficiaries  through  permanent  improve- 
ments which  are  direct  assets  and  are  not  subject  to  criticism.  It  may  be 
said,  indeed,  that  this  fact  will  probably  continue  to  detract  from  the 
significance  of  deductions  one  might  be  tempted  to  make  from  mere  sum- 
mary figures  for  a  large  number  of  municipalities,  regardless  of  local  con- 
siderations. 

That  there  has  been,  however,  a  slight  tendency  over  a  period  of  seven 
years  (that  is,  from  1908  to  1914)  in  the  direction  of  a  gradual  decrease 
in  the.  annual  expenditures  for  debt  requirements  in  proportion  to  the 
total  expenditures  for  all  purposes  chargeable  to  revenue,  may  be  inferred 
from  the  showing  of  the  table  on  page  viii.  From  this  table  it  appears 
that  of  the  total  expenditures  chargeable  to  revenue  in  1908,  27.5  per 
cent  (interest,  15.4+debt,  12.1)  was  for  debt  purposes  as  against  26.3 
per  cent  (interest,  13.7+debt,  12.6)  in  1914.  In  other  words,  of  the  total 
expenditures  chargeable  to  revenue,  there  was  an  increase  of  1.2  per  cent 
during  this  period  in  the  amount  which  was  available  and  which  was 
expended  for  general  maintenance  purposes.  But  $26.30  would  still  seem 
to  be  a  disproportionately  high  amount  to  be  forced  to  set  aside  out  of 
every  $100  of  revenue  (including  not  only  that  raised  by  taxation,  but 
revenue  from  various  other  sources),  leaving,  as  it  does,  only  $73.70  for 
the  actual  requirements  of  current  maintenance.  We  ought  to  be  able, 
however,  as  indebtedness  incurred  under  the  loose  authority  of  the  ad- 
ministrative provisions  of  statutes  enacted  prior  to  1913  and  still  out- 
standing is  gradually  paid  off,  to  note  a  gradual  decrease  in  the  rate  of 
expenditures  for  debt  requirements  in  proportion  to  the  total  expenditures 
chargeable  to  revenue;  and  when  debt  issued  prior  to  January  1,  1914, 
the  date  the  new  law  took  full  effect,  shall  have  been  paid,  we  should  be 
in  the  possession  of  data  which  will  make  it  possible  to  determine  with 
approximate  accuracy  what  portion  of  the  annual  total  revenue  expendi- 
tures may  fairly  be  regarded  as  necessary  or  justified  for  debt  require- 
ments. 

But  there  is  still  another  angle,  perhaps  the  most  significant  of  any, 
from  which  the  subject  of  municipal  indebtedness  may  be  viewed:  This  is 
its  relation  to  valuation,  for  it  will  be  readily  seen,  as  has  been  pointed 
out  in  former  reports,  that  if  debt  increases  faster  than  assessed  valua- 
tions, a  serious  condition  of  affairs  is  disclosed,  such  as  cannot  be  allowed 
to  continue  indefinitely  without  bankruptcy  being  ultimately  reached;  for 
either  valuations  must  be  increased  to  meet  increasing  debt  charges  (to 
say  nothing  of  increasing  current  expenses  paid  directly  from  the  tax 
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levy)  or  else  the  tax  rate  must  be  steadily  marked  up  each  year  out  of  all 
proportion  to  normal  requirements  for  current  expenses.  The  facts  in  this 
connection  for  the  cities  and  towns  of  over  5,000  inhabitants  are  graphi- 
cally shown  in  the  chart  on  debt  studies  and  in  the  following  table:  —

It  will  be  noted  from  an  examination  of  the  chart  and  a  comparison  of 
the  figures  by  years  given  in  the  table  above  that  the  ratio  of  net  funded 
or  fixed  debt  to  assessed  valuation  gradually  declined  from  1908  to  1912 
and  remained  constant  through  that  year,  1913,  and  1914;  but  in  two  of 
the  years  of  this  period,  namely,  1908  and  1913,  the  percentage  of  increase 
in  indebtedness  was  greater  than  the  percentage  of  increase  of  assessed 
valuations.  The  fact  that  during  the  years  1909  to  1912,  inclusive,  valua- 
tions increased  more  rapidly  than  outstanding  indebtedness  was  a  matter 
for  gratification;  but  when,  in  1913,  it  appeared  that  valuations  had 
increased  4.9  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year,  while  the  outstanding 
indebtedness  had  increased  5,1  per  cent,  it  became  a  subject  of  concern 
as  to  whether  the  returns  for  1914  would  indicate  a  reversal  to  a  more 
normal  relation;  and  in  considering  this  point  in  my  last  report,  I  said: 
"It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  sudden  jump  in  the  rate  of  increase  in  in- 
debtedness, especially  when  it  is  seen  to  be  so  disproportionate  with  the 
increase  in  assessed  valuations  for  the  same  year,  will  prove,  because  of 
certain  abnormal  conditions  operating  in  1913  already  alluded  to,  to  be 
temporary."  The  abnormal  conditions  in  question  were  (1)  the  situation 
existing  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1913,  of  which  certain  municipalities 
doubtless  took  advantage  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  debt  might  still  be 
incurred  up  to  January  1,  1914,  under  the  provisions  of  the  old  municipal 
indebtedness  acts  and  before  the  new  and  more  stringent  general  statute 
took  eifect,  and  (2)  the  incurrence  of  exceptionally  large  indebtedness 
during  1913  by  certain  municipalities  for  improvements  of  an  extraordi-

nary  character.  It  is  accordingly  of  reassuring  significance  to  note  that 
the  hope  expressed  in  the  quotation  from  my  report  of  a  year  ago  has 
been  fulfilled,  for  while  there  was  an  increase  of  assessed  valuations  in 

1914  over  1913  of  5  per  cent,  the  increase  in  the  net  funded  or  fixed  debt 
was  only  3.8  per  cent. 

The  Ceetification  of  Town  and  District  Notes. 
The  certification  of  town  and  district  notes  under  the  acts  of  1913  and 

1915  continues  under  conditions  which  more  than  justify  the  assumption 
of  this  function  by  the  Commonwealth.  The  number  of  notes  annually 
certified  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  since  the  original  act 
went  into  effect  January  1,  1911,  and  the  amount  of  loans  represented  by 
such  notes  are  shown  in  the  following  table,  while  the  chart  on  certifica- 
tion of  notes  reflects  in  graphic  form  the  amount  of  business  of  this  char- 
acter transacted  by  the  Bureau  from  time  to  time  in  each  year:  —

The  number  and  amount  of  notes  certified  for  revenue  and  other 
temporary  purposes  and  for  general  purposes,  which  are  shown  separately 
in  this  table,  give  evidence  of  the  increasing  tendency  to  make  loans  for 
permanent  improvements  and  for  general  purposes  covering  a  term  of 
years  in  the  form  of  notes,  subject  to  this  oflScial  state  certification,  in 
preference  to  bonds,  which  are  not  safeguarded  in  this  manner. 


The  Auditing   of  Municipal  Accounts  and   the   Installation   of 

Accounting  Systems. 
Since  the  appearance  of  my  eighth  report  a  year  ago,  the  city  of 
Waltham  and  the  town  of  West  Stockbridge  have  petitioned  for  an  audit 
of  their  accounts  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  598,  Acts  of  1910,  and  amendments  thereof,  and  the  town  of 
Webster  has  petitioned  for  the  installation  of  an  accounting  system. 
There  are  now  70  municipalities  (17  cities  and  53  towns)  which  have 
taken  advantage  of  this  act  up  to  the  present  time,  the  list  being  as

The  work  performed  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  reforming  and 
standardizing  financial  procedure  in  all  of  these  cities  and  towns  has  had 
its  origin,  as  provided  by  statute,  in  a  vote  of  the  city  government  in  the 
cities  and  a  vote  of  the  citizens  in  the  towns  in  town  meeting,  the  cost 
of  the  work  being  assessed  back  upon  the  municipality,  this  Bureau 
having  no  power  to  proceed  upon  its  own  volition.  The  fact  that  so 
many  cities  and  towns,  within  the  six-year  period  during  which  the 
statute  providing  for  this  work  has  been  operative,  have  come  to  perceive 
the  necessity  of  revising  their  accounting  systems  and  of  adjusting  their 
financial  procedure  in  accordance  with  modern  methods  and  accepted 
principles  of  sound  financial  administration,  can  but  be  regarded  as  most 
gratifying,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  list  will  be  gradually 
lengthened  even  without  additional  legislation,  though  I  am  constrained 
to  renew  the  suggestion  made  in  my  last  report,  —  which  was  not  acted 
upon,  —  that  the  Legislature  might  properly  provide  for  performing  this 
service  for  certain  small  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  expense  of 
the  State. 

Municipal  Finance  Legislation  of  1916. 

But  few  general  acts  relative  to  municipal  finances  were  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  19 IG,  and  these  involved,  with  possibly  one  exception,  only 
perfecting  amendments  to  existing  laws.  This  exception  consisted  of  a 
provision  that  the  first  annual  payment  on  account  of  a  loan  incurred  for 
the  original  construction  or  purchase  of  a  water  works  system  shall  be 
made  not  later  than  three  years  after  the  date  of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued 
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therefor  (Ch.  62,  General  Acts  of  1916).  This  amendment  to  the  general 
indebtedness  legislation  of  1913,  which  was  passed  after  careful  consid- 
eration, had  not  been  recommended  by  me  and  did  not  seem  to  this 
department  to  be  necessary  in  the  interest  of  sound  municipal  finance  or 
any  real  exigency  of  water  works  administration,  but  it  was  based  upon 
certain  admittedly  plausible  arguments  to  which  it  was  difficult  to  make 
theoretical  objections.  We  may  hope  that  the  cases  in  which  this  privilege 
will  be  availed  of  may  not  operate  to  affect  seriously  the  fundamental 
principle  of  annual  serial  payments. 

Attention  should  also  be  called  to  a  re-phrasing  of  Item  3,  Section  5, 
Chapter  719,  Acts  of  1913,  which  as  originally  passed  authorized  the  in- 
currence of  indebtedness  "for  acquiring  land  for,  and  the  construction  of,' 
schoolhouses  or  buildings  to  be  used  for  any  municipal  or  departmental 
purpose,  including  the  cost  of  original  equipment  and  furnishings"  for  a 
period  of  20  years.  Some  question  having  arisen  as  to  whether  this  pro- 
vision gave  authority  to  incur  indebtedness  for  acquiring  land  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes  unless  the  same  was  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of 
buildings,  it  was  deemed  proper  to  amend  the  clause  so  as  to  make  it 
read  as  follows :  — 

for  acquiring  land  for  any  purpose  for  which  a  city  or  town  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  to  acquire  land,  not  otherwise  herein  specified,  and  for  the  construction  of 
buildings  which  cities  and  towns  are  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  construct, 
including  the  cost  of  original  equipment  and  furnishing,  twenty  years.  (Ch.  Ill, 
General  Acts  of  1916.) 

Section  17  of  Chapter  719,  Acts  of  1913,  provides  that  trust  funds, 
including  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds,  unless  otherwise  provided  or 
directed  by  the  donor,  shall  be  deposited  in  savings  banks  or  invested  by 
cities  and  towns  in  securities  which  are  legal  investments  for  savings 
banks.  This  provision  has  been  amended  so  as  to  include  trust  com- 
panies incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  national 
banks,  with  savings  banks  as  depositories  for  placing  such  funds  at 
interest.    (Ch.  101,  General  Acts  of  1916.) 

The  law  relative  to  the  auditing  of  municipal  accounts  by  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  (Ch.  598,  Acts  of  1910,  as  amended),  which 
permitted  towns  to  petition  only  for  an  audit  and  required  a  system  of 
accounts  to  be  installed  in  connection  with  the  same,  was  amended  so  as 
to  permit  towns  to  petition  separately  for  an  audit  or  for  the  installation 
of  an  accounting  system,  thereby  placing  towns  in  this  matter  upon  the 
same  basis  as  cities.     (Ch.  13,  General  Acts  of  1916.) 

The  town  accountant  act,  so  called  (Ch.  624,  Acts  of  1910,  as  amended), 
was  further  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  "the  town  clerk,  if  he  holds 
no  office  involving  the  receipt  or  disbursement  of  money  other  than  the 
ofiice  of  town  clerk,  may  be  appointed  town  accountant."  (Ch.  252, 
General  Acts  of  1916.) 
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The  act  to  facilitate  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes  (Ch.  688,  Acts  of 
1913,  as  amended  by  Ch.  824,  Acts  of  1913,  and  Ch.  625,  Acts  of  1914) 
was  further  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 

Taxes  shaU  be  payable  in  every  city  and  town  and  in  every  fire,  water,  watch  or 
improvement  district,  in  which  the  same  are  assessed,  and  bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
sent  out,  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  of  each  year,  unless  by. vote, 
ordinance  or  by-law  of  the  city,  town  or  district,  an  earlier  date  of  payment  is  fixed. 
On  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  date  when 
taxes  are  payable,  interest  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  computed 
from  the  date  on  which  they  become  payable;  but  if,  in  any  case,  the  tax  bill  is  sent 
out  later  than  the  date  prescribed,  interest  shall  be  computed  only  from  the  expiration 
of  such  fifteen  days.  In  no  case  shaU  interest  be  added  to  taxes  paid  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  fifteen  days  from  the  date  when  they  are  payable.  Bills  for  taxes  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-five  of  Part  I  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and 
ninety  shaU  be  sent  out  not  later  than  December  twenty-sixth,  and  said  taxes  shall 
be  payable  not  later  than  December  thirty-first.  If  remaining  unpaid  after  that  date, 
interest  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  above  specified,  computed  from  December  thirty- 
first  until  the  date  of  payment,  but  if,  in  any  case,  the  tax  bill  is  sent  out  later  than 
December  twenty-sixth,  interest  shall  be  computed  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  January 
next  following.  In  all  cases  where  interest  is  payable,  it  shall  be  added  to  and  become 
a  part  of  the  tax.    (Ch.  103,  General  Acts  of  1916.) 

Conclusion. 
The  new  income-tax  law,  so  called,  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1916 
(Ch.  269,  General  Acts  of  1916),  will,  unless  supplemented  by  an  act 
increasing  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, present  a  formidable  problem,  probably  not  foreseen  by  the 
framers  of  the  act.  The  debt  limit  for  cities  is  now  2|  per  cent,  and  for 
towns  3  per  cent,  on  the  average  of  their  assessed  valuation  for  the  three 
preceding  calendar  years,  a  limitation  which  has  prevailed  without 
substantial  change  since  the  original  municipal  indebtedness  act  of  1875. 
Almost  as  soon  as  that  act  was  passed,  however,  our  cities  and  towns 
began  petitioning  the  Legislature  for  exemptions  and  the  list  of  special 
acts  to  permit  borrowing  outside  the  debt  limit  has  been  lengthening  year 
by  year,  so  that,  making  due  allowance  for  the  passage  of  numerous 
special  acts  in  the  past  which  perhaps  would  not  have  been  approved  had 
more  complete  information  as  to  their  necessity  been  available,  it  is  an 
open  question  and  has  been  for  some  time  whether  an  increase  of  the  debt 
limit  over  the  amount  fixed  under  conditions  of  municipal  life  prevailing 
40  years  ago  is  not  demanded  by  considerations  entirely  consistent  with 
sound  public  policy.  But  the  effect  of  the  operation  of  the  new  system  of 
taxation,  which  removes  the  assessment  of  intangible  personal  property 
from  the  domain  of  the  local  authorities,  will  be  to  reduce  the  valuations 
on  which  the  local  borrowing  capacity  must  be  determined,  and  by  thus 
contracting  the  basis  of  the  computation,  will  materially  reduce,  in  many 
instances,  the  actual  amount  which  may  be  borrowed  for  needed  perma- 
nent improvements.     I  therefore  recommend   that  legislation  be  enacted 
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with  a  view  to  increasing  the  statutory  debt  limit  at  least  to  the  extent 
to  which  it  may  be  reduced  by  the  enactment  of  the  income-tax  law. 

The  duties  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  administering  and  construing 
the  legislation  relative  to  municipal  indebtedness,  as  well  as  the  increasing 
number  of  town  notes  issued  and  their  broadening  character,  involving, 
as  they  do,  the  construing  of  numerous  questions  of  law  and  prompt 
decision  in  many  matters  of  detail,  have  greatly  added  to  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  and  his  assistants;  and  I  wish  to 
record  anew  in  this  connection  my  appreciation  of  the  competent  arid 
efficient  service  rendered  by  Mr,  Theodore  N.  Waddell,  Chief  of  the 
Municipal  Division;  and  to  recognize,  also,  the  ability  and  faithfulness 
with  which  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton  (Chief  Accountant  in  charge  of  the 
auditing  of  municipal  accounts  and  the  installing  of  accounting  systems) 
and  Miss  Hannah  M.  Varney  (who  has  supervision  over  the  clerical  work 
of  the  division  and  the  preparation  of  the  tabulations  of  this  report  for 
the  printer)  have  performed  their  respective  duties.

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PLAN  OF  THE  REPORT. 

The  statistical  presentations  of  this  report,  following  the  introductory 
matter,  are  arranged  in  three  principal  parts,  devoted  respectively  to  the 
finances  of  (I)  the  33  cities;  (II)  the  81  towns  having  a  population  of  5,000 
or  over;  and  (III)  the  towns  having  a  population  of  less  than  5,000.  In 
all  the  tabulations,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  the  cities  and  towns  are 
arranged  in  order  of  population  for  convenience  of  comparison. 

Pakt  I.  —  Cities. 

This  part  is  subdivided  as  follows:  —  (A)  Summary  of  Financial 
Transactions;  (B)  Receipts  from  Revenue;  (C)  Payments  for  Mainte- 
nance and  Interest;   (D)  Indebtedness;  and  (E)  Cash  Balances. 

(A)  Summary  of  Financial  Transactions. 
This  division  consists  of  a  summary  table  (designated  Table  I)  or 
general  survey  of  all  the  financial  transactions  of  the  33  cities  of  the  Com- 
monwealth (pp.  4-23).  The  several  cities,  with  the  exception  of  Boston, 
which  has  financial  transactions  of  such  magnitude  as  to  warrant  pre- 
sentation independently  of  the  other  cities,  are  arranged  and  graded,  for 
purposes  of  comparison,  according  to  the  population  of  the  Massachusetts 
Census  of  1915,  the  receipts  being  shown  on  the  left-hand  page  and  the 
payments  on  the  right,  typographical  considerations  making  it  necessary 
to  adopt  an  arbitrary  grouping  of  four  municipalities  to  a  page. 

(B)     Receipts  from  Revenue. 

Table  II  (pp.  26,  27)  shows  receipts  from  General  and  Table  III  (pp. 
28,  29)  receipts  from  Commercial  Revenue.  The  former  consists  of  taxes, 
licenses  and  permits,  fines  and  forfeits,  grants  and  gifts,  and  all  other  gen- 
eral revenue;  while  the  latter  is  composed  of  revenue  from  special  assess- 
ments (whether  for  expenses  or  outlays),  privileges,  departmental  earnings, 
public  service  enterprises,  cemeteries,  and  interest. 

Table  IV  (pp.  30-36)  is  an  exhibit  of  classified  Departmental  Earnings 
(being  the  detail  of  Column  D  of  Table  III),  from  which  may  be  seen  the 
amount  of  revenue  received  by  the  several  municipalities  from  their 
various  departments.  Unclassified  receipts  are  excluded  because  of  their 
diversity.  This  table  is  self-explanatory  and  is  suggestive  as  disclosing 
the  varying  degree  to  which  different  cities  have  discovered  opportunities 
for  revenue  from  this  source. 

Table  V  (p.  37)  is  a  tabulation  of  interest  receipts  classified  so  as  to 
show  the  amount  of  interest  derived  from  money  on  deposit,  from  de- 
ferred taxes  and  special  assessments,  from  public  trust  funds  (sub-classified 
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according  to  particular  funds,  so  far  as  is  practicable),  from  investment 
funds,  and  from  miscellaneous  sources. 

Table  VI  (p.  38)  presents  a  summary  of  revenue  receipts,  giving  within 
the  scope  of  a  single  table  in  a  form  convenient  for  comparison  the  re- 
ceipts from  all  sources  of  revenue  of  the  33  cities. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  total  revenue  receipts  of  the  33 
cities  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  76.5  per 
cent  is  from  general  revenue  sources  and  23.5  per  cent  from  commercial 
revenue  sources.  The  revenue  receipts  of  the  city  of  Boston  are  76.7  per 
cent  from  general  and  23.3  per  cent  from  commercial  sources. 

(C)     Payments  for  Maintenance  and  Interest. 

The  tables  in  this  division,  VII  to  X,  inclusive  (pp.  41-64),  exhibit 
gross  payments,  classified  in  detail,  on  account  of  the  maintenance  cost, 
or  what  are  sometimes  called  the  "current  expenses"  of  the  various  de- 
partments or  kinds  of  municipal  services.  Interest  payments  are  similarly 
but  separately  shown,  not  only  because  it  is  desirable  to  exhibit  this 
item  of  expense  independently,  but  because  interest  is  properly  a  capital 
rather  than  a  departmental  charge. 

It  would  be  most  interesting  and  significant,  too,  if  we  could  calculate 
the  net  cost  of  the  several  municipal  services  so  as  to  show  the  actual 
burden  of  each  upon  the  taxpayer,  and  it  might  be  supposed  that  such 
a  figure  could  be  obtained  simply  by  deducting  the  earnings  of  a  depart- 
ment from  the  amount  necessary  to  maintain  it;  but  there  is  as  yet  on  the 
part  of  accounting  authorities  no  clear  or  general  understanding  as  to 
what  receipts  should  be  treated  as  departmental  earnings,  thereby  con- 
stituting a  proper  offset  to  expense,  and  what,  on  the  other  hand,  being 
in  the  nature  of  an  assessment  upon  the  taxpayer  rather  than  a  charge 
upon  the  citizen,  cannot  be  legitimately  deducted  from  a  gross  cost 
figure  in  order  to  obtain  net  cost  of  maintenance. 

In  comparing  certain  departmental  expenses,  large  differences  will  occa- 
sionally be  noted  for  the  same  class  of  service,  the  reason  for  which  is 
not  sufficiently  apparent  to  warrant  our  attempting  to  assign  it  without 
more  or  less  exhaustive  inquiry.  Meanwhile  the  differences,  even  for  a 
single  year,  which  may  be  noted  in  these  comparative  tables  for  cities  of 
approximately  the  same  size  should  stimulate  local  discussion  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  a  satisfactory  explanation  can  be  found. 

From  the  interest  table  (p.  63)  we  note  that  the  total  interest  burden 
of  the  33  cities  for  the  year  covered  by  the  report  was  $11,170,994.78,  of 
which  $6,271,711.61,  or  56.1  per  cent,  was  interest  on  the  general  debt; 
$639,559.61,  or  5.7  per  cent,  was  interest  on  revenue  and  other  temporary 
loans;  $17,827.66,  or  0.2  per  cent,  was  interest  on  trust  funds  used;  the 
remaining  38.0  per  cent  of  the  total  interest  payments  being  for  debt  on 
account  of  public  service  enterprise  and  cemetery  loans,  metropolitan 
assessments  for  sewer,  park,  and  water  purposes,   state  assessments  on 
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account  of  grade  crossing  abolition,  and  miscellaneous  debt  not  specified. 
It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  total  assessment  on  the  city  of  Boston 
for  interest  on  metropolitan  debts  was  $1,643,778.95,  or  28.1  per  cent  of 
the  total  interest  burden  of  the  city.  (See  also  payments  to  the  state 
sinking  and  loan  funds  on  page  70.)  Over  55  per  cent  of  Somerville's 
total  interest  burden  is  on  account  of  metropolitan  assessments. 

(D)     Indebtedness. 

Table  XI  (p.  67)  shows  the  outstanding  indebtedness  classified  by  the 
character  of  the  obligation;  Table  XII  (p.  68),  the  relation  of  indebtedness 
to  valuation,  the  valuation  figures  as  reported  to  the  Tax  Commissioner 
being  used;  Table  XIII  (p.  69),  the  debt  transactions  for  1914,  classified 
according  to  the  character  of  the  obligation;  Table  XIV  (p.  70)  shows 
separately  the  payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds;  and  Table 
XV  (p.  71)  shows  the  method  of  meeting  debt  requirements  from  taxation. 

A  tabulation  which  gives  figures  for  the  funded  or  fixed  debt  and  the 
net  debt  only  of  a  municipality  does  not,  however,  tell  the  whole  story  of 
the  debt  burden.  Revenue  loans,  it  is  true,  are  not  included  in  reckoning 
the  limit  of  indebtedness  under  the  law,  but  though  they  are  temporary 
transactions  with  uncollected  taxes  presumably  as  an  offsetting  asset, 
they  constitute  in  fact  a  permanent  burden,  since  they  are  as  a  class 
annually  recurrent.  Loans  in  anticipation  of  bond  issues,  although  of  a 
temporary  character,  are  in  reality  fixed  debt  (having  no  assets  as  an 
offset)  and  in  Table  XII  are  included  in  the  total  of  funded  or  fixed  debt 
and  reckoned  in  determining  the  net  debt.  Table  XI  (p.  67)  has  there- 
fore been  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  aggregate  outstanding 
indebtedness,  including  not  only  the  funded  or  fixed  debt,  but  also  tem- 
porary debt  and  warrants  or  orders  unpaid. 

The  net  funded  or  fixed  debt  is  found  by  deducting  from  the  total 
funded  or  fixed  debt  the  amount  which  has  been  set  aside  in  sinking  funds 
to  pay  the  debt  when  due.  Funded  or  fixed  debt  does  not  include  revenue 
loans  or  outstanding  warrants  or  orders,  because  these  debts  are  con- 
sidered temporary  and  it  is  assumed  that  such  obligations  are  offset  by 
theoretically  "quick"  assets.  Thus,  revenue  loans  are  offset  by  uncol- 
lected taxes,  and  warrants  or  orders  by  cash  on  hand. 

The  table  of  debt  transactions  (p.  69)  is  of  interest  as  showing  the 
amount  of  debt  incurred  during  the  fiscal  year  1914  for  the  several  pur- 
poses specified,  and  the  amount  of  debt  cancelled  during  the  year,  except- 
ing payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds  on  account  of  grade 
crossings  and  metropolitan  assessments  for  sewer,  park,  and  water  pur- 
poses. These  payments  represent  the  cancellation  of  a  portion  of  the 
city's  debt  incurred  by  the  State  on  its  account,  and  for  this  reason  are 
excluded. 

Included  in  the  term  "General  Loans"  in  the  table  of  debt  transac- 
tions are  not  only  loans  issued  for  general  purposes  but  likewise  all  loans 
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whether  specified  as  for  school,  fire,  or  police,  etc.,  purposes,  since  these 
could  not  be  shown  separately  by  figures  which  would  be  comparable. 

Payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds  on  account  of  grade  cross- 
ings and  metropolitan  sewer,  park,  and  water  assessments  are  shown 
separately  in  Table  XIV  (p.  70).  The  aggregate  amount  thus  paid  for 
the  33  cities  in  1914  was  $646,067.62,  of  which  Boston  paid  $408,230.83, 
or  63.2  per  cent. 

Table  XV  (p.  71)  is  of  interest  as  showing  the  relative  use  by  the  33 
cities  of  Massachusetts  of  the  two  methods  of  meeting  their  debt  obliga- 
tions. The  payments  to  the  state  sinking  and  loan  funds  on  account  of 
grade  crossings  and  metropolitan  assessments  are  included  in  this  table 
in  order  to  show  the  annual  debt  charges  against  revenue,  but  they  are 
assessments  and  not  properly  charged  as  a  serial  or  municipal  sinking 
fund  payment. 

(E)     Cash  Balances. 

Table  XVI  (p.  75)  shows  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  held  by  the 
treasurer  and  departments  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
1914.

The  tables  in  Division  A,  Summary  of  Financial  Transactions  (pp. 
80-123),  are  similar  in  form  and  detail  to  those  given  for  the  cities  in 
Part  I,  the  towns  being  arranged  in  groups  of  four  according  to  graded 
population,  with  the  exception  of  Brookline,  the  largest  town,  which  is 
presented  separately  as  its  transactions  are  scarcely  comparable  with 
those  of  any  other  town.  The  tables  in  the  division  devoted  to  Indebted- 
ness (II,  III,  IV,  V,  and  VI,  on  pp.  126-134,  inclusive)  are  similar  to 
those  given  for  the  cities,  and  the  comments  made  in  the  latter  connec- 
tion are  likewise  applicable  to  the  towns.  The  statements  of  Cash 
Balances  (pp.  136,  137)  for  the  towns  are  also  self-explanatory.
